the expense of the luuny. lie voU‘d for 
the Tarifl' of 1821, the high Tariff ol 
1828, and the high Tariff of 1812. — 
During the year 1841, while eaiivan-sing 
1 'e 11 nsyl Vania for James K. Folk against 
Henry flay, he tq*]*oscd .Mr. Clay upon 
tile ground that he was the author of 
the Compromise measures of 
which measures reduced the Tariff an- 
nually until in 1842, previous to the pas- 
sage of the Tariff of that year, they 
brought it down to the revenue stan- 
dard. He expressed himself opposed 
to that Comproinisi*, and assured the 
people of IVnnsylvania that James K. 
Folk was a better Tariff man, that is. in 
favor of higher liutics than Henry (’lay. 
His banner floating from his masthead, 
bore the ins<‘ription, “l*olk, Dallas, and 
the Tariff of IS 12.” 

1' lie Cl rand Jury arc aware that no 
question of high or low Tariff is now 
before the peojJe, but as the ('inciiinatl 
]>lutform is pledged to Free Trade, it is 
proper that the South esjiceially slioubl 
know that Mr. liuehaiiun’s friends, his 
own intcre.-l.s, liis speeches, an<t his 
votes, stand in direct eonfliet with the 
platforui upon which he has pledged 
iiiui.seif lo stand. Whether he or the 
platform will survive the trial to come 
of! in Noveinher, it dues not become the 
National Hrand Jury to determine now. 
Both cannot stand together. 

Seventh — We charge him in the 
name of the Slave States, a ml every 
slave-holder in the country, with being 
an enemy to slavery and tlie South. — 
And in order that he may not go unin- 
formed, not only of this most serious 
charge against him, hut of the evidence 
upon which the charge is so firmly foun- 
ded, we propose to furnikh the evidence 1 
in detail, derived from the history of 
the past, and arranged under the follow- 
ing seven points: 

1st. In 181 !• he participated in an 
anti-slavery meeting held in his own. 
Lancaster county, IN-nnsylvania, and 
was not only a prominent jicrsoii and 
speaker on that occasion, hut was one of 
the eomuiittce who reported Free-soil 
und anti-slavery resolutions, thereby 
putting in motion the almlitioii hall, 
which has since so enormously augmen- 
ted throughout the Northern States, and 
ill its destructive course. Lids fair, even 
now, to fracture our glorious Union, se- 
cured hy the wisdom of our Immortal 
Fathers. This Free-soil movement was 
the head and front of the offiiieck which 
led to the Missouri ('uuiproiuise of 1820, 
and shook the safety of our eoiifedera- 
cy to its very center at that time. 

2nd. In his speech in Congress in 
182<», he stated that slavery was a great 
political and moral evil; he thanked 
(lod that his lot had l>een cast in a State 
where slavery did not exist, and that 
slavery was a curtc entailed upon us by 
our British ancestors; which brings us 
to the conclusion, with Mr. ('alhouii and 
other great state.snieii of the South, that 
any inanwlio entertains such sentiments 
as these, ought never to be the I’resi- 
dent of the United S»ates, for the Soutli 
cannot safely trust him. If honest iu 
his declarations, he cannot l>o in favor 
of its perpetuation, hut on the contrary 
in favor of the alndition of what he 
thinks is a great political and moral 
evil, contrary to the will of God, and a 
curse upon the nation. 

Jrd. Ill his s|>eech on the annexa- 
tion of Texas, he assigned the three fol- 
lowing reasons for having supjiorted that 
measure. It must he borne iu mind 
that it was a popular measure at the 
South, and required to be supported by 
sound logical reasoning at the North, 
and here it is. First — He supported 
the annexation because there could be 
five States made out of the Territory, 
three of them free and twoof them slave 
States, and that one free State would 
thereby lx‘ gained by the North over the 
South. Second — TheMiinexation would 
finally lead to the addition of three free 
States to the Union, by the gradual op- 
eration of the removal of the slaves 
from Maryland, Virginia, and Kentucky, 
further South, thereby making them free. 
Third — Because the aunexutioii would 
afi'ord to the negroes of the South ac- 
cess to the Bio Grande, and eiitraiiee 
into Mexico, depopulating the States of 
the cxtrenic South, and iu this way 
eventually including freedom in all the 
States where slavery is allowed by the 
Constitution und the laws. Thus, in 
this way, he modestly designed to pro- 
vide furthc hanishinentfrom amongst the 
people of this great political and moral 
cvilaudgreatcur.se upon the nation. Out 
of his own mouth then, tiie NatIon.*il 
Grand Jury charge .Mr. Buchanan with 
predetermined purpose touiid to the nuiu- 
uer and power of t lti|> free Stats; to dee rease 
those of the South, to hasten abolition in 
the more Northern slaveStates now, and 
encourage its progress iu the Southern 
hereafter, u ml, finally, to lead to this great 
consuininution, to establish them as a free 
pcople on our borders. Tliese were the 
objects he expected would he accomplish- 
ed by the nnnexutiuii of Texas, alledged 
in his reasons to his country und his con- 
stituents which indu«*ed hissu|qiort of it; 
and forall this he asked the South with 
seciiiingeonfidenee to make him the Pres- 
ident of the great Bepuhlie. 

He has in the Senate and out of it de- 
clared that though he would not interfere 
with slavery where it now exists, he was ! 
opposed to its introduetiun into any Ter- 
ritory where it does nut exist. 

He has :idvoeated the doctrine that 
Congress has power to legislate upon 
Blavcry in the District of Uolumbia. , 

He bus exjiressed the convietiou that | 
(’ongress has the power to legislate upon I 
6la*’ery in the Territories of the United 
Sts .es. 

lie has iu his letter of acceptance of 
tiic nomination bv the ('in<*innati Uoii- 



vention, as well as elsewhere, declarol 
hini.-cif ill favor of (ho mlious dixtrinc 
of Squatter Sovereignty, thus affordinir 
to the paupers and criminals of the old 
world iniinediatciy on landing upon our 
shores the laiiful right to vote down 
.America ncitizeria both nativeaii'l adopt- 
ed, “and that the }>e<'|ile of the Territo- 
ries. as well as those of a State,” may 
decide the nature of (ho Institutions 
which shall prevail in the iinorganixcd 
district of the iiiiiionul doiiuiin. .\wure 
that thoexerci ic of such a principle aims 
directly to exclude Slavery, yet with this 
record again.st him on the Soullic’ii 
question, it sceiin^ indeed like aibliiig in- ! 
I suit to injury to ask the pi nplo of the j 
South lo vote for him for Prcsidi-nt. 

1 Khihtii. — W' ecliarge him in the name 

of the laboring men of our country, our 
chief dependence in peace and^war, with 
having stated in a speech he delivered 
in 1810, near the city of Pittsburg, that 
hu cents a day were enoiigli wages fora 
laboring man. The up.-hot of the speech 
was to show that the wages of labor 
were too high In tliis country, und should 
be reduced to the Kuropean stand.ird. 

Ninth. — We charge him in the name 
of farmor.H, North an<l West, with hav- 
ing in that same Pittsburg speech, de- 
clared that sixteen cents a bushel was a 
sufficient price for wheat, and through- 
out the said speech having shown him- 
self to be a rich man's friend and poor 
man's enemy, disposed to make the rich 
richer .and the poor poorer. 

Tenth. — AYe charge him in the name 
of the plain DemiH'rntic farmers, plant- 
ers. ineehaiiies, and artizans of our whole 
country, with being a proud, haiightv 
und aristocratic per.son, wliose habits and ; 
manners comport better with the char- 1 
acter of a Prince or a Nobleman, than 
with that of a Bepiihlicati citizen, es|»e- 
eiallyone who aspires to the Presidency 
of a free people. AN'e have witne*H*Ml in 
him wealth, pomp, and lordly display, 
but nothing of the plain American Dom- 
iK’rat. His extreme arlstiM-ralie hearing • 
has kept him iinpojiular In Lancaster, 
county, ill which he has lived all hisj 
life. He would not cumc within thou- 1 
sands of votes of licing elected in that { 
county lo any office in the gift of the 
people. He has male it the haiiiicr 
\N big county in Pen nsyl vunia. It gave 
4,r>00 niajority for Harrison in 18(0, and 
aiioiit 5,b00 inajTirity for Scott in I8.u2, 
while the adjoining counties are largely 
DeiiKK'ratie, though inhabited by the 
same kind of petqdc who inhabit his 
county. To what tlien must we attri- 
bute its large AVhig majorities, but the 
fact of his unpopularity and ah.<HMicc ; 
of political influeuix*; and so grtmt is its 
extent that it h.is become a proverb, 
“that so long as Bindi.anan lives in the 
county, so long will it lie Largely AVhig." 

Ki.kx ENTii. — AVe charge him in the 
name of the f>oor of our country, in the 
name of the AA’idows and Orphans, (hat 
although hiinsidf rich in worldly goods, 
with no family in dependence on him. 
objects of charity so numerous about 
him have never attracted his attention. 
He has cbi»cd his ears when the needy 
cried, and has never sought to feed or 
clothe tlie hungry or naked. He has 
wrappeil himsidf up in the mantle of his 
own sc'' s’iiie-8 and lived and is now liv- 
ing solely for hiin-Aelf alone. 

Twei.kth. — AA’e charge him in the 
name of (ho people of the old Key Stone 
State with having been elucle<l to the 
Senate of the United States hy the com- 
bined inRiientc of inoiioy and a few 
wealthy and aristocratic families who be- 
longed to the old Fnloral party when he 
was its chuinpion iu Pennsylvania. AVe 
are aware tliat he and they have such I 
means at command, and few men knows 
so well their value in carrying State 
elections. AVe however warn him that 
hcha^ now a n. ore difficult task to^>erforiu 
than he has ever undertaken before. — 
Hitherto he has been cuntiiied to cau- 
cusc.s of political conventions, noniina- 
tions of candidates and members of leg- 
islative bo*licswho sometimes have their 
price and can lie bought, hut uow he is 
lieforc the people t.f the United States 
who will not be inilueneed hy such means 
nor by the urt.< of subtle intrigue. \ 
man to succeed is expecled to have some 
of the elements of {Mqiularity and fitness 
about him, which he has not and never 
had. 

Thirteenth. — AVe charge him in the 
name of Andrew Jackson, and in the 
name of the Jacksonian Democracy 
North and South, v.'Ith having acted un- 
faithfully toward.s that noble patriot, at 
the time of (he difficulty between him 
and Henry (May, during the contest hc- 
tweon Jackson and Adams for the Pres- 
idency. For tills the old hero withdrew 
his cuntidence. He never forgave .Mr. 
Buchanan and never tru*tedor honored 
him alAer his return from the Hussiaii 
Mission. Just jirevious to his death, 
hearing that he was about to be invited 
into the cabinet of -Air. Polk, General 
Jackson warned the President against 
Mr. Buchun.m, stating that he could not 
be tru.sted, and stating likewi.te that he 
was “deficient in moral courage.” 

But Mr. Polk was committed to him, 
lieitig under deep obligations for his 
having deceived the jieople of Pennsyl- 
vania on the Tarill question, so that ho 
could not retract. 

Fof RTKKNTH. — AVe charge him in the 
name of A’oiiiig .America, in the name of 
the hold, resolute and protrr«‘s*ive of our 
country, with being behind the age, un- 
fit for the times and de.stitiito of quali- 
ties iiccc'isary to inspire coafiJeiice in 
tho.ie who favor the onward luaruh of 
free institutions. The failnro of the 
British Government in the Bussiaii AVar 
has exposed the fallacy of appointing 
worn out meu to positions of great re- 
sponslhillty in times of progre.*s like the 
present when we travel hy railroads ori 
«‘tcani''hiyts mitl transmit intelligence* 



by lightning. Young .America has seen 
his want of stability. He has found him 
also on Imth sides of almost every im- 
portant question involving the interest 
of our country, and always aiming to 
discover which side is likelv to he the 
popular one before declaring himsidf 
upon it. His uncertain und wavering 
diploiiiucv when Secretary of State un- 
der .Air. f’olk, giv es ui nothing to hope 
from for his firmness in the future. He 
was the author of “fifty-four forty or 
tight,” hut af\er a deal of bragging, blus- 
torlng and threatening, and keeping the 
country in hot water for a long time, 
anticijiuting a war with Great Britain, 
he backed clean out, and we got neither 
fifty-f'Mir or forty, nor a fight. 

Fifteenth. — AVe charge him in the 
name of the immortal sage of .Ashland, 
and in the name of the (’lay AA’higs of 
the country with having made a di.shon- 
orahle proposition to Mr. Clay, and with 
having conveyed to Gen. Jackson the 
false impression that .Air. (’lay had made 
such a profifvsition to him.
